I-went to. the Holiday Inn 
and met Wilson who was: complaining about the _ 
quality of the timing devices. At .the time of 

my arrival, Halpaine had already departed. The 
500 timing devices were packaged: in. two boxes 
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“and each timing device was packaged in brown, 
plastic, prescription bottles. 


"Subsequently, these timing devices: wer 
Dulles International Airport. a 
and myself loaded the devices and other 
equipment consisting of cabinets, storage selves, 
etc, for shipment on Lufthansa Airlines to 
Libya. I am not aware of any other timing 
devices being sent to Libya. 


“Around this time, Wilson was financially 
broke as the result of losing money on a building 
contract at Crystal 'City, VA. In July and 
August, 1976, I received two checks in the amount 
of $1800 drawn on Consultants International as 
payment for back pay. In September, 1976, Wilson | 
had me cash two checks totalling $4700 drawn on 
Mt. Airy Farms which comprised a Loan to 
Consultants International. Out of the $4700, 
which consisted of all $100 bills, Wilson took 
$500 and the remainder was to be kept by me 
until I received a call from Wilson telling me 
what to do with the money. I never received a 
call from Wilson and subsequently, $3600 was 
stolen from me by a girl I met at National Airport. 
The theft was reported by me to the Fairfax County 
Police. The remaining $600 was used by me.

On February 16, 1977, 
an Assistant United States Attorney, Alexandria, Virginia, declined» 
prosecution of Weisenburger for these violations. 






Subsequent investigation indicates that Weisenburger 
charged ITI approximately $8,000 - for the timing devices, paid 
AEL their $1,800 - and pocketed the difference. Investigation 
also indicates that subsequent to his dealings with AEL, 
Weisenburger introduced ITI representatives to Raymond May of 
— Scientific Communications ; Incorporated (SCI), in order to arrange 
. the manufacture of a larger quantity of timing devices. It 
appears May learned during, meetings with ITI. representatives 
| that Edwin P. Wilson was the recipient of the timers, which would 
) possibly be used in Libya. SCI manufactured approximately 1,000 
timing devices which were délivered to Wilson for ITI. Joe L. 
Halpain, President of SCI, was personally involved in the dealings 
with Wilson; however, at one point he reportedly threatened ‘to 
terminate their business arrangement unless he was assured it 
was not illegal.
